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I left Mii«l on June 21, 1968 *• Instructed and went to Keaphit, Tenn. 
where I got a room and began circulating around in order to obtain 
information In* regards to the assess 1 nation of Martin Luther King and 
any information that would indicate that there would be any like aotiejir^ 
In Dade -County in regards to negroes and whites* 

After getting settled in room, I went to the neighborhood whex^ 

Martin Luther King was killed and made friends with a number of 
people, both negro and white and had a few drink* with tjr6m. and began 
discussing this incident along with other racial meCfnYa , where I wu« 
introduced to a man by the name of CHARLES 0. STEVENJ* at Jim’s Club, 

299 So. Main. Memphis, who aald that he had been questioned with regard* 
to the killing of Martin Luther King and ho had lied t to the police and 
FBI aaying he know something about it, whereas he did not. 
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I met a friend of mine, who i« o bellboy at the Tennessee Hotel, whose 
naao Is CLARENCE BRAHTLEY. He llvos at 316 Hernando St. Memphis, Tenn, 
who told ae that everybody who knew anything about this, believes that 
a negro by the name of SOLOMON JONES, who was a temporary chauffeur for 
King while he was in Memphis, Tenn. POT MARTIN LUTHER KINO ON THE SPOT, 
thereby getting him shot (and killed. Ho did this by getting King to stej 
olaser to the window and balcony of his motel room, whereby a shot was 
fired from across the street, killing King. This JONES is pretty well^ 
known around Memphis, Tenn. 
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I returned to my hotel and standing outside the door was a white man and 
a aagro bey. W/m unknown to mo was approximately 30-35 years of age , 

5-9 or 10 , Sandy hair, light complected - lOC- 190 lbs. Negro boy was 
approx 10-19 years old, dork complected, about 3-7 - 135-140 lbs. - 
They ware discussing about ooming to Miami and I stopped and listened. 

It seems they had been to Miami before together and the white man asked 
the negro did ho want to go baok to Miami with him, and the nearo boy said 
"yon know what we almost got into before" and the white man said "Dont 
worry about that", and tho negro boy then said "Do you waot to go by 
■y aunts and get the guns" - the cjhita man sold "Yes". - tho negro got 
la the oar with tho white man and drove off. It was a 1967 Ford, light 
pea green, two door, Tenn. license JR 3393.

worke ai a private detective and ham radio operator In Whitehaven, Tenu. 
aad la auppoaed to be racially involved. I could not locate him, but 
ray oonveraatlon with people around there made lnelnuatlona to the 
fact that thia LINK and an unknown deputy sheriff may have been involved 
in Jamolng the radio aomewhere In the Martin Luther King caae.
